Toronté’s Medical Health Officer Pleads 
For Simple Life. 


Toronto, Feb. 11—A scathing arraign- 
ment of modern society was interwoven 
with an address on, the subject of “The 
Prevention of Disease in the Home,” by 
Dr. Chorles Sheard before a class in 
household “economies at the Technical 
School last night. The speaker came out 
strongly on the beneficent influences of 
“a healthy and comfortable home, and 
denounced the medern tendency toward 
dwelling in flats with the attendant evils 
of excesses in eating and drinking, ir- 
regulari in hours, and, chief of all, 
race suicide. He’ would mortgage his 
prespects to provide all the comtorts and 
even luxuries for the home, cut out clubs 
and make his home a perfect haven of 
peace and rest. He also spoke plainly in 
regard to the training of the young, 
saying he would favor fewer studies and 
more time for recreation. The school 
master whe gave ehildren under 14 years 
of age work to do at home or detained 
them after school hours, would, in his 
opinion, be guilty of a crime. He would 
have school - opened at  o’clock and 
close at 3, with the usual intermissions 
and two hours for luncheon, and would 
have at least four or five weeks’ vaeca- 
tion at Christmas, with a long Summer 
vacation and- longer holidays at Easter 
and Thanksgiving time, 

There was much, he said, in the French 
saying that the best way to keep well 
was not to get sick, as a recognition of 
the symptoms of illness often enabled 
a prospective vietim to ward off a ser- 
ious attack. He dwelt on the import 
ance cf plenty of sunlight, the greatest 
known agency for destroying disease 
germs, the north light being .most pre- 
ferable and the east next.

GERMANY’S TRADE DEPRESSED. 


Falling Off Indicated by the Ship- 
building, Industry. 


Berliny.Feb. 11.—Returns of the Ger- 
man shipbuilding trade for 1908 show 
a remarkable falling off in this indus- 
try all along the line. The figures for 
1908 are lower than in any year since 
1295, The tonnage built in German 
yards amounted to only 201,000, 
against 311,000 in 1907 and 338 in 1906, 
No new yards have been established, 
no great liners have been built, and 
were it not for the increased activity 
in the naval output, the year would 
have been a dismal failure. 

The returns also show that Germany 
more than than ever before has had to 
resort to foreign yards, mainly, Brit- 
iso, for her ships. Nearly 28 per cent 
ot the aggregate number of new ships 
were bought in foreign countries. a 
proportion’ never reached ins recent 
years. 

Equally unsatisfactory is the return 
showing.the number of ships bought 
in Germany by foreign nations, These 
heve sunk to low-water level, mainly 
owing, it is said, to successful British 
‘competition, Eleven river steamboats, 
for example those employed on the 
Rhine, have been largely bought 'n 
Holland, German yards, notwith- 


standing the high protective tariffs, 
being unable to compete with the 
cheaper productions of the  Nether- 


lands. There seems little prospect of 
any immediate improvement, notwith- 
standing the fostering care of the gov- 
ernment, 

“According: te statistics. published to- 
dey of the “special trade”’ of Germany 
for the year 1908, the value the im- 
ports was $2,175,000.000, @5 compared 
with $2,250,000,000 in 1907, and of the 
exports $1,709,000,000, as compared 
with $1,775,000,000, inclusive of pre- 
cious. metals. 

Exclusive of precious metals, the im- 
ports in 1908 amounted to’ $2,275,000,- 
000, as compared with $2,175,000,00), 
and the exports to $1,524,000,000, 
vinst $1,725,000,009 in the preceding 
year,

He questioned the 
value of the act, as it gave the char- 
termonger an opportunity to get in 
his work, 


The Work of Charter Mongers. 

The member for Gleichen, in direct- 
ing his remarks on the railway in 
question, said that three charters had 
a'ready been granted either by the 
Dominion government for railroads 
through the Knee Hill territory north- 
east of Calgary, and therefore the 
granting of an extension of time for 
this line was unnecessary. He said 
it was only legalizing an act to hold 
up the present roads which were un- 
der way. In his opinion it was not 
the contention of the House that any 
men holding a railway charter should 
be able to hold a competing company 
up for several thousand dollars. The 
renewing. of the charter, however, 
would place the company in the posi- 
tion that it could go to a bona fide 
company and sell the charter. He did 
not think the government should put 
any man in such a position. If a deal 
were made under such circumstances, 
Mr. Riley held it would mean a tax 
imposed on the settler. The money 
paid for the charter was added to the 
treight rates in order that the com- 
pany might be compensated, 

Mr. Riley moved, seconded by the 
member for Ponoka, that the bill be 
amended to limit the period for begin- 
ning construction to six months. 

J. R. Boyle thought the remarks +f 
the previous speaker irrelevant. He 
said the policy of the government was 
to grant charters-freely, but not to 
give enyone any exclusive rights ‘no 
any particular territory. The first to 
build a line was the first to get it. 
He thought the railway act should } 
so changed that a charter could be had 
by meking application to the lieuten-
